Soccer 

The  Alberta  Soccer  Association  has  sent  information 
regarding  indoor  soccer  at  the  Arctic  Winter  Games  to 
over  100  conamunities  in  Northern  Alberta.  Tryout 
camps  will  be  held  and  All  Star  teams  will  be  selected 
prior  to  Christmas,  says  Bert  Goldberger,  Arctic 
Winter  Games  Coordinator. 

He  also  reports,  a three  day  camp  will  be  held  for  the 
teams  in  Edmonton  prior  to  leaving  for  Yellowknife. 
The  Association  expects  both  teams  will  be  competi- 
tive and  will  improve  on  their  1988  performance  of 
two  bronze.  Both  Junior  Men  and  Women  must  be  16 
years  of  age  and  under,  as  of  December  31, 1989  to 
qualify  for  the  team. 

Coaches  for  Indoor  Soccer  will  be  qualified  (Level  III) 
coaches  from  Northern  Alberta. 

Volleyball 

The  Alberta  Volleyball  Association  has  developed  a 
brochure  promoting  participation  in  the  Arctic  Winter 
Games  team  selection  process  and  distributed  it  to 
several  northern  municipalities.  Ron  Thompson, 
Arctic  Winter  Games  Coordinator,  says  teams  are 
encouraged  to  enter  a tournament  to  be  held  in  late 
January,  with  the  winners  earning  the  chance  to 
represent  Alberta  at  the  Arctic  Winter  Games.  School 
teams,  as  well  as  individual  participants,  are  encour- 
aged to  try  out.  The  age  requirement  for  the  men's 
and  women's  teams  is  under  19,  as  of  January  1, 1990. 

Curling 

Judy  Dreher,  Alberta  Curling  Federation,  says  they 
will  hold  clinics  in  communities  throughout  the  North. 
The  area  north  of  the  55th  parallel  will  be  divided  into 
four  zones,  which  will  conduct  play-downs.  The 
winners  will  compete  in  a play-down  in  Grand  Prairie 
prior  to  Christmas  and  will  represent  Alberta  at  the 
Arctic  Winter  Games.  To  be  eligible  for  competition 
both  Junior  Men  and  Junior  Women  must  be  under  19 
years  of  age  as  of  July  1, 1989.  For  more  information 
contact  Perky  McCullough  at  538-1234,  Grande  Prairie. 

Hockey 

Rick  Polutnik  of  the  Alberta  Hockey  Association  is 
excited  about  the  prospects  of  the  Arctic  Winter 
Games  Team.  Four  clinics  will  be  held  by  the  Alberta 
Hockey  Association  and  about  40  players  will  be 
chosen  to  attend  a selection  camp  in  early  January. 

The  Arctic  Winter  Games  team  will  be  chosen  at  the 
camp.  The  midget  age  requirement  for  the  Games  is 
17  years  of  age  and  under  as  of  December  31, 1989. 


Figure  Skating 

The  Alberta/Northwest  Territories  Section  of  the 
Canadian  Figure  Skating  Association  has  a Skater 
Development  Committee.  Team  selection  for  the 
Arctic  Winter  Games  team  is  based  on  athlete  per- 
formances at  Regional  Championships  (November), 
and  the  Provincial  Championships  (December). 
Committee  members  are  event  judges.  Both  men's 
and  women's  figure  skating  age  requirements  are  a 
minimum  of  nine  years  of  age  as  of  March  17, 1990. 
Laine  Croy,  Arctic  Winter  Games  Coordinator,  encour- 
ages athletes  to  try  out  for  figure  skating. 

Gymnastics 

Athletes  train  and  compete  in  their  regularly  sched- 
uled activities,  then  approximately  12-15  athletes  from 
Northern  Alberta  will  compete  in  a meet  on  January 
27,  says  Karen  Edwards,  Arctic  Winter  Games  Coordi- 
nator for  the  Alberta  Gymnastics  Federation.  From 
this  meet,  four  gymnasts  and  two  alternates  will  be 
selected  for  the  Arctic  Winter  Games  team.  These 
athletes  will  attend  a training  camp  with  the  team 
coach  in  March  prior  to  the  Games.  Team  Alberta 
North  will  be  sending  a Junior  women's  team  to  the 
Games.  The  age  requirement  is  18  years  of  age  or  less, 
as  of  January  1, 1990. 

Basketball 

Noreen  Baker,  Arctic  Winter  Games  Coordinator  for 
the  Alberta  Basketball  Association,  reports,  open  invi- 
tations to  tryout  are  extended  to  athletes  through  the 
schools  and  municipalities.  The  Association  also  con- 
ducts identification  camps  as  part  of  its  Midget, 
Juvenile  and  Junior  Development  Program.  Targeted 
players  from  the  I.D.  Camps  are  invited  to  attend  the 
tryout  camp  in  January,  for  the  Arctic  Winter  Games. 
Junior  men's  and  women's  teams'  athletes  must  be 
under  19  years  of  age  as  of  January  1, 1990. 

Wrestling 

Joe  May,  Arctic  Winter  Games  Coordinator  and 
Executive  Director  of  the  Alberta  Amateur  Wrestling 
Association,  is  happy  to  report,  Ken  Wlos  from  High 
Level  and  Greg  Hughes  from  La  Crete,  have  been  re- 
cruited as  co-coaches  for  Team  Alberta  North's  Wres- 
tling team.  One  training  camp  has  been  held  in  High 
Level  and  a tournament  is  scheduled  in  Edmonton  for 
early  December.  A post-Christmas  camp  will  be  held 
in  Edmonton  and  another  tournament  is  being 
planned  for,  in  Calgary,  late  January.  The  team  age  re- 
striction indicates  all  athletes  are  to  be  at  least  15  and 
not  more  than  18  years  of  age  as  of  December  31, 1989. 
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
